On Friday Jaft, the workmen employed in repair- 
ing St George’s Chapél, Windfor, obferving the 

vement in one part to be funk, took up fome of 
the. ftones, when a fraétare in one arch appeared. 
On this they preceeded to dig, and foon after dif- 
covered a cofin, which, from the carved trophies 
upon it proved to contain the Royal remains of Ed- 
ward 1V. 

Sir Jofeph Banks, Dr Herfchel and Lord Morn- 
ington, the feveral Canons of Windfor and other 
gentlemen, were prefent, when the lid of the coffin 
was lifted. The body of the Monarch appeared en- 
tire; the lineaments of his face very diltinguifhed ; 
and the drefs, which confilted in part of very fine 
Jage, not apparantly decayed. ‘hat the Royal corpfe 
appeared thus perfeét, is to be attributed to a liquid 

eparation, in which it was immerged. Sir Jofeph ; 
Banks brought away part of this liquor in order to 
have it analized before the Members of the Royal 
Society. 

The hiftorians of the time relate, that Edward 
died of an ague at Weftminiter, April 9, 1483 ; and 
was buried at Windfor.—But all enquiries of the 
royal tomb appeared ineffectual, till the prefent dif- 
covery.
